London, September 9.—(9:40 p. m.)—The allied armies continue 
to have the advantage, according to French official reports, in what 
only can be the preliminaries of a great battle extending from Meaux, 
northeast of Paris, to the fortress of Verdun, about 200 miles farther 
east. 

The Germans, who have brought up reinforcements, are striking 
at the allies’ left and center between Mont Mirail and Vitry-le, 
Francois, a front of from 50 to 60 miles, but each time they have 
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been driven back. 

This is not surprising to military men, as the Germans have been 
compelled to advance through the swamps of the Petit Morin, and 
then over bare uplands to the extremely strong French position on 
the right. It is their only chance, however, and it is expected they

MILLION-BALES. OF COFTON; 


NEXT YEAR'S COTTON 
MUST BE CUT DOWN 


Southern Cotton Consum- 

ing Association Formed at 

Meeting Held in Atlanta 

on Wednesday. 

COTTON TO TAKE PLACE 
OF JUTE FOR BAGGING 


Business Men From Half 
Dozen States Organize to 
Help Boost Price of Cot- 
ton—Officers Are Named. 


————, 


The consumption of approximately 
one million bales of cotton for pur- 
poses for which other material is now 
being used, was practically guaranteed 
at a meeting of southern business men, 
which was held in Atlanta yesterday 
at noon. 

At this meeting preliminary organi- 
zation of an association to be known as 
the National Cotton Consuming as- 
sociation was effected, W.C. Mansfield, 
of the Atlanta Milling company, being 
named temporary and permanent chair- 
man of the association, and T. W. Mar- 
tin, of Smith & Martin, wholesale 
grain brokers, of Atlanta, chairman of 
the executive committee of the associa- 


tion. 

The membership of the association 
will be composed chiefly of representa- 
tives of business concerns dealing 
largely in products which are now 
shipped practically exclusively in bag- 
ging made of jute—these bags being 
shipped to this country from England 
and the product from which they are 
made being grown in India. 

The astonishing fact was brought 
out during the meeting that not only 
will bagging made out of cotton serve 
a better purpose for the shipping of 
grain, meal, fertilizer and feed stuffs, 
but that it can be purchased at a price 
ranging from one-third to one-fourth 
less than jute bagging. 

Figures were introduced to show 
that the annual importation of jute 
bagging into America would. mean an 
equivalent of approximately one mil- 
lion bales of cotton if the goods ofthe 
country. were shipped in the staple 
grown in the south. 

It was also shown that the price of 
jute has been raised to such a degree 
by the European war that the shippers 
of the country would welcome a chance 
to use cotton. bagging instead of the 
material which is m@w being used. The 
practically exclusive use of jute bag- 
gimg up to this time is explained by 
the fact that up to the past few years 
the cotton bagging was so much more 
expensive.as to make its use impossible. 
The superiority of the cotton covering 
is acknowledged.

PRESIDENT RECEIVES 


German Emperor Claims 
Allies Are Using Dum- 
Dums and Says, “My 
Heart Bleeds for Louvain” 


Washington, September 9§.—Presi- 
dent Wilson today received a personal 
cablegram from Emperor William, of 
Germany, protesting against the use 
by the alliedarmy of dum-dum bullets 
and the participation in the war by 
civilians of Belgium. The message 
also expressed the German Emperor's 
deep regret at the destruction of the 
Belgian city of Louvain. 

“My heart bleeds for Louvain” ts one 
of the phrases the Emperor is under- 
stood to have used. He declared, how- 
ever, that the population of Belgium 
had offered such resistance that his 
generals in many cases had found it 
necessary to administer severe punish- 
ment. 

Contents of the message was closely 
guarded. No one at the white house 
or state department would admit of- 
ficlally that it had arrived, even 
though press dispatches from London 
and Copenhagen gave an outline of 
the dispatoh early in the day. The 
reason for the secrecy was not divulg- 
ed. Persons who knew the contents 
of the message however, declared it 
did not ask the president to take any 
action but simply laid before him the 
Emperor’s contentions in connection 
with the controversy that has arisen 
over alleged atrocities by the German 
army in Belgium.

Latest official reports from the French government 
indicate that the offensive tactics undertaken in the last 
day or two by the allied armies have forced the Germans 
back at various points in the battle line, which extends 
from a few miles east of Paris to Verdun, a distance of 
about 200 miles. 

Bordeaux reports officially that the British army has

crossed the river Marne and that the Germans have fallen 


back 25 miles. Efforts of the Germans to break the 
French lines on the Ourcq river are officially reported to 
have failed. | 

Seemingly the Germans are short of ammunition at 


|the front and are having difficulties in provisioning, and — 


the French war department officially announces that ‘‘on 
the whole the Germans appear to be beginning a move- 
ment of retreat.’’ 


Austrians and Germans 
Retreating in East 


The Russian and Austrian armies continue to oppose 
each other in a long drawn-out engagement in the Lublin 
district, Russian Poland. An official statement issued at 
Petrograd declares that both Austrian and German troops 
have been dislodged from their fixed positions and have 


retired towards the south. 

| The battlefield in France is that over which Napoleon 
fought in 1814, with entrenched camps on both-wings and 
the center. Paris covers the left wing, Chalons the cen- 
ter and Verdun. the right, while mobile columns of troops. 
are ready to join in the fighting wherever the line is 
threatened. 

Vitry-le-Francois and Montmirail seem to be the 
points of the chief engagements and there the carnage has 
been the heaviest. The allies aim at preventing the 
German turning movement, with a mass of troops com- 
posed of many army corps. 

‘Maubeuge, a French fortress, has fallen into the 
hands of the Germans, and according to the report the 
Germans took 40,000 prisoners and 400 guns. 


Armored Cruiser Oceanic 


Wrecked Off Scotland 


London, September 9.—(11:50 p. m.)—The official press bureau 
issued the following announcement tonight: 

“The merchant cruiser Oceanic, of the White Star Line, was 
wrecked yesterday near the north coast of Scotland, and has become 


a total loss. All the officers and crew were saved.” 


The Oceanic made her last trip frora New York to Southampton 
early last August, arriving at the English port August 8. She was 
taken over by the British governnrent and converted inte an armored 
cruiser. 

The Oceanic was built in 1899 at Belfast by Harland & Wolff, 
Ltd. She was 685 feet long, and made her maiden voyage to New York 
September 18, 1899, when she was accorded a welcome in keeping 
with her distinction as the giantess of the seas. She measured 17,274 
tons gross. '

London, September 9.—(11:54 p. m.)—The Holland-American 
Line steamer Noordam, bound for Rotterdam from New York, with 
German reservists and a general cargo destined for Germany, has 


been captured in the Atlantic and brought into Queenstown by a 


British cruiser. 
When the steamer Noordam sailed from New York September 1, it 
Was stated that the 300 men on board were Belgian, French and English 
reservists. returning to their homes to join their armies. 
The Noordam carried a large amount of mail and a cargo of general 
merchandise. Her destination was Rotterdam. 


German Forces Begin 


Retreating Movement 


Bordeaux, Via London, September 9.—(11:45 p. m.)—The fol- 
lowing official communication was issued: 

“On the whole the Germans appear to be beginning a movement 
of retreat. . 

“The strategic position of the French troops is improving, but 
one cannot judge of a battle extending over 100 kilometres (about 
63 miles.) 

“The Germans seem to, experience certain difficulties in provis- 
ioning. 

“In general the French troops seem to be gaining the advantage. 

“On the left wing all the German attempts to break the French 
lines On the right bank of the Ourcq river have failed. We have 
taken two standards. 

“The British army has crossed the Marne and the enemy has 
fallen back about forty kilometres (25 miles.) 

“On the center and right wing there is no notable change.” 


Forces of Austria 


Driven From Russia 


Washington, September 9—The Russian embassy tonight 
issued the following statement as to the activities of the Russian 
army : : 

“On September 6 and 7 we attacked the first Austrian army at 
Tomaszow on the Russian side of the North Galician border from 
Zamostie in the northwest, Gubeshoss in the northeast and Rawa 
Russka in the southeast. The Austrian army retired in complete 
disorder, pursued by our troops. At Frampol our cavalry swept 
down on the baggage trains of the enemy. 

“In the direction of Lublin the Austro-German troops have 


been forced out of their fortified positions and are retiring to: the 
south. Columns of supplies and baggage trains retiring along the 
high road from Jusesow to Annopol were scattered by the fire of 
our artillery from the left bank of the Vistula river. 7 

“On the front, from Rawa Russka in Galicia, northwest of 
Lemberg to the Dniester river, serious fighting is in progress, the 
Austrian army which was defeated at Lwow (the Russian name for 
Lemberg) having received reinforcements. 

“The fourteenth (Tyrolese) Austrian army corps near Rawa 
Russka made on September 7 a night attack on our troops, but in the 
morning was compelled to retire, leaving in our hands one regi- 
mental color and five hundred prisoners. | 

“Near Zamostie on the Russian side of the North Galician bor- 
der we have captured a German aeroplane. 

“In East Prussia only skirmishing is reported.” | 

Embassy officials say that this report means that virtually 
all Austrian troops had been driven from Russian territory. 


Bosnia in Open Revolt 


London, September 9.—(12:10 p. m.)—A telegram received here from 
Bucharest, Rumania, says the Russian victories in Galicia over the forces 
of the dual monarchy have aroused the Rumanians to almost fanatic excite- 
ment. Thousands of Rumanians demonstrated yesterday in the streets of 
Bucharest in' favor of Russia and France. 

“While the Russian avalanche drives on, Bosnia is in open revolt and 
| Seimete paralyzed by fear of an attack from sea. Austria is bankrupt, trade 
at a standstill and thousands of business men are ruined by a war which 
they hate. 

“While the harvest remains ungathered, Vienna is menaced by a famine 
and prices are steadily rising. In resentment the popular anger has turned 
against the foreigner, and Serbs have been torn to pieces in the streets. Two 
Russian newspaper correspondents were ‘shot by the police and five foreign 
journalists are in prison. 

“In utter fear, the government has begun to fortify Vienna, and arrange- 
ments have been made to flood large tracts of low-lying: land around the city. 
Riots have occurred in many towns, and to the terrors of the Cossack and 
the Serb will be added those of revolution and famine.” 


Austrian Army Falling Back 


Washington, September 9—The Russian embassy here today issued the 
following statement: 

“On September 8 a general engagement continued along the whole of 
the Austrian front. In the center the Austrian army is falling back. Near 
Rava Russka a stubborn battle is being fought with considerable Austrian 
forces. Our troops are also attacking a strongly fortified position at Gorodok, 
west of Lwow. On the left bank of the Vistula river our advance is develop- 
ing very favorably.” 


Lwow, to the west of which the Rus&ians are attacking the Austrian 
town of Gorodok, is the Polish name of the Austrian city of Lemberg, which 
recently was captured by the Russians, 

Rava Russka, the scene of a stubborn battle, is an Austrian town 11 
miles from the Russian frontier, and 32 miles northwest of Lemberg. 


London, September 9.—(12:10 p. m.)—A dispatch to the Central News 
from Basel, Switzerland, via Rome, says that the Germans have evacuated 


Upper Alsace. 


Japs Advance on T sing- Tau 


Pekin, September 9.—A telegram from’ German sources states that 
the Japanese landed 20,000 men at Lung Kow (a town on the northern 
coast of the Shan-Tung peninsula), and that they are now advancing to- 
ward Chao Yuan (a town about 80 miles north of Kiao-Chow). 

The Japanese censorship is complete. Even Chinese officials in the 
territory occupied by the Japanese are prevented from communicating freely 
with Pekin, while telegraphic communication with Tsing-Tau has been 
interrupted for a week. | 

Mail advices from Tsing-Tau, dated September 3, say that the report 
that the Germans are compelling Chinese laborers to assist in the con- 
struction of defenses is untrue. The Chinese deserted Tsing-Tau expecting 
a bombardment of the city by the Japanese, but finding a livelihood outside 
the district of Kiao-Chow impossible, returned in great numbers. Other 
Chinese reports declare that Japanese dressed as Chinese are spying in 
the vicinity of Tsing-Tau, while German scouts are watching the Japanese 
approach. At the request of Japan the Chinese government, being anxious 
to preclude the possibility of a conflict, withdrew the Chinese soldiers from 
the Japanese military area. 


Tokio, September 9.—(11:15 a. m.)—The Japanese diet today adopted the 


war program of the Japanese government. It provides for a war appropria- 
tion of 53,000,000 yen (about $26,500,000). The vote was unanimous. 


Paris, September 9.—(4:40 p. m.)—A Havas agency dispatch from 
Rome says:

“Yesterday’s news that the Silesian Landwehr have taken 1,000 prisoners 
from Russian and Caucasian corps, and the news from Vienna that German 
troops occupied Radom (Russian Poland), August 29, together with earlier 
reports of a German occupation of Lodz and Petrikau, throw a welcome light 
on a hitherto ignored section of the battle front, and indicate that the Ger- 
mans marched in a broad front over the Silesian and Posen frontiers into 
Russian Poland, and are in touch with the Austrian column advancing through

_ Thousand Members of Russian Imperial Guard 


London, September 9.—How the Ger- 
man cruiser Mainz met her doom is 
told in a letter received: from a mem- 
ber of tha,crew of the British light 
cruiser Southampton. The letter says: 

“In the morning we had a brush 
with two German destroyers off Hel- 
goland, and we hit them twice before 
they disappeared in the mist. We 
turned back and were on our way at 
a& good pace, when we were recalled 
by wireless from another British ship, 


saying she was in difficulty with a 
German cruiser. 

“We immediately turned about and 
made at full speed for the scene of 
operations.. We found that the enemy 
was a, three-funneled cruiser, some- 
what larger than our ship. We opened 
fire at 13,000 yards and the enemy re- 
plied. Things began to look lively 
as we were putting shells into her 
at the rate of thirty a minute, each 
shell being a six-inch lyddite, whose 
fumes killed everyone within sixty- 
nine yards and set fire to everything 
nearby. 


next shell we sent went through two 
of her funnels dnd the main mast. 
What a sight she was! The fire amid-

ships made her. funnels red-hot, while 
flames and smoke poured out from all 
parts of the vessel. Her port side 
was like a sieve, every gun was 
smashed, the whole ipper deck in 
chaos and the bridge mass of tan- 
gled iron. 

“We passed within 200 yards and 
only three living human beings were 
visible on the decks of the German 
cruiser. Many had jumped overbvard 
and most of these were rescued, but 
the total list of saved was only eighty- 
six’ out of a crew of 500. 

“After this, heavy firing was heard 
ahead, and we shot forward again, soon 
coming up with another German cruis- 
er similar to the Mainz. We repeated 
the previous action, but this second 
cruiser sank so quickly we could save 
none of the,.crew. 

“Before this was over a third ship 
came up and gave us a broadside, to 
which we replied enthusiastically, 
leaving her soon afterward in a sink- 
ing condition. 

“This made three ships done for in 
less than an hour of actual action. 
We decided we had done a good day's 
work, so we shot away for home and 
safety. There is not a shell mark 
anywhere on our boat.” 


Berlin, September 9.—(Via London.) 
Sergeant Major -Werner, of the avia- 
tion corps, returned today from the 
front after making repeated scouting 
flights over the Frerich and British 
troops. Speaking of his experience he 
took the opportunity. to pay a tribute 
to the valor, bravery and daring of 
the British troops. He described as 
his most thrilling flight, one in which:

Pan’s War Program. 


(From Lucian §S. Kitland, in Leslie’s.) 

For exceedingly temporary reasons 
the war is popular with the govern- 
ment politicians. For a clear under- 
standing of the present situation those 
reasons might as well be stated, al- 
though they are only superficial if it is 
to be believed that Japan has been pre- 
paring for this very contest during 
many long months. 

First—Japan’s treasury is in such a 
condition that her lack of credit has 
tied up nearly every enterprise of the 
government. An engineer has told me 
that, for the battleships now being 


, built, the stat virtualy has to pay for 


each rivet as it goes in, day by day, not 
even week by week. Like a heavily in- 
volved business man, the time has come 
to mortgage the future to the breaking 
point to. gain release from present 
troubles. As an ally of inordinately 
wealthy Britain, Japan’s credit jumps 
into the good-risk class. The situation 
has been so acute that a diplomat in 
the far east told me in June that finan- 
cial circles were anxiously waiting the 
coming of any great European war to 
see what Japan’s attitude would be. 
He said one of two things would hap- 
pen; either Japan would declare her- 
self bankrupt with the obvious know]l- 
edge that Europe would be out of the 
running to enforce claims, or that 
Japan would so commit herself to one 
group of the warring nations that her 
financial obligations would be attended 
to by her new friends. 

Second—Since the present so-called 
constitutional government was estab- 
lished in Japan, the control has really 
rested with two of the ancient class, 
the Satsuma clan managing the navy 
with an iron hand, and the Choshu di-

Chicago, September 9.—Early returns 
from today’s primary indicate Roger 
c& Sullivan, former national commit- 
teeman, has been nominated for United 
States senator by a wide margin over 
Congressman Lawrence B. Stringer, his 
nearest opponent on the democratic 
ticket. 

Former Speaker Joseph G. Cannon 
apparently has won the _ republican 
nomination for congress from the 
eighteenth district. 

For the republican senatorial nomi- 
nation, Senator Lawrence Y. Sherman 
apparently has a safe lead over Wil-

senator. 

Raymond Robbins was unopposed for 
the progressive nomination for sena- 
tor. 

Interest in Sullivan’s candidacy was 
increased a few days through he re- 
ceipt by Cook county democrats of a 
letter from Secretary Bryan urging his 
defeat. 

The woman’s vote today was very 
light. In some precincts not one put 
in an appearance. 

Additional returns indicated that 
Sullivan’s plurality over Stringer 
would be 65,000, of which 55,000 was in 
Cook county. 

Former Speaker Cannon’s nomina- 
tion was by a margin of about 1,000 
votes. 

At a late hour Senator Sherman was 
14,000 votes ahead of Mason and gain- 
ing steadily. 

The smallness of the women vote is 
due, suffrage leaders say, to the fact 
that women are barred by law from 
voting for senators and congressmen.

Washington, September 9.—President 
Wilson began consideration tonight of 
an appeal laid before him today by a 
committee of railroad executives rep- 
resenting every large road in the 
country. He was asked to aid the rail- 
roads in tiding over financial difficul- 
ties arising from the war in Europe. 
No specific plan was presented. 

The railroad men were hopeful after 
the conference that Mr. Wilson, through 
@ public letter or otherwise, might 
show that he believed the railroads 
should be relieved of some burdens. 
They also believed they had laid the 
ground work for consideration of 
‘specific requests to be made later. 
These requests were understood to in- 
clude a postponement of consideration 
of the railway securities bill now 
pending in congress, legislation allow- 
ing the interstate commerce commis- 
sion to take general conditions into 
consideration is pasisng on petitions 
for rate increases, and the reopening 
of the recently-advanced freight rate 
case, 

After the conference the railroad 
executives met Commissioners Clem- 
ents; “McChord, Clark and Daniels, of 
the interstate commerce commission. 
A copy of an address presented to the 
president was laid before the commis- 
sioners, and the general railroad situa- 
tion as altered by events since the 
outbreak of the European war, was 
explained. The railroad executives said 
they were ready at any time to advise 
with the commission as to any prac- 
tical means for affording relief to 
which the road might be entitled and 
which the commission could lawfully 
grant. 

At the white house tonight, it was 
said the president would give careful 
consideration to the problem. He in- 
dicated his sympathy with the appeal 
of the railroads, but made no prom- 


ises.

“The credit of the railroads.” said 
the statement, “seriously impaired, as 
we believe, before the war started, is 
now confronted by an emergency of 
-» magnitude without parallel in his- 
ory. 

“Simultaneously with the great im- 
pairment of earnings,” the railroad 
man’s statement says, “general credit 
conditions have been broken down and 
the absolute and immediate necessi- 
ties of both public and private bor- 
rowers of money here and abroad have 
already increased interest rates to a 
level unthought of a few months ago— 
rates much higher than present net 
earnings return wpon the. railroad 
property of the United States. 

“This emergency was not contem- 
plated when the interstate commerce 
commission rendered its decision in 
the eastern rate case, yet the prob- 
lems now confronting the 
greatly transcend the seriousness of 
those which existed then.

“Our Flags Bring Justice, 
Freedom and Equal Rights,” 
Says Proclamation. 


London, September 9.—German news- 
papers which have reached London 
quote the following proclamation is- 
sued by Austria to the Jews in Po- 
land: 

“The heroic armies of the mid-Eu- 
ropean states of Germany and Austria- 
Hungary have entered Poland. Our 
flags bring justice, freedom and equa! 
rights as citizens, religious freedom 
and freedom to live undisturbed in 
economic and cultural life. 

“Too long you-have suffered under 
the iron yoke of Moscow. We come as 
friends. The foreign barbarian yoke 
is gone. A new era begins for Poland. 
We will use all our strength to put 
it on a sure foundation of equal rights 
for the Jews. 

“Do not be deluded by the flattering 
promises of the Czar which already 
you have heard too often. Did not the 
Czar make the samé promises in 1905? 
How did he keep his word? ' 

“Think .of the awful banishment of 
the great masses of Jéws; think of the 
Gomel, Bialystok 
land Sedloe and their hundreds of 
Pegroms. Now that the Czar feels 
himself between the hammer and the 
anvil he renews his promises. Your 
sacred duty is to work with us with 
all your might for freedom.”

‘During the past few weeks the peo- 
ples of my whole empire at home and 
over seas have moved with one mind 
and purpose to confront and overthrow 
an unparalleled assault upon the con- 
tinuity of civilization and the peace of 
mankind. 

“The calamitous conflict is ‘not of 
my seeking. My voice has been cast 
throughout on the side of peace. My 
ministers earnestly strove to allay the 
causes of the strife and to appease 
differences with which my empire was 
not concerned. Had I stood aside 
when in defiance of pledges to which 
my kingdom was a party the sofl of 
Belgium violated and her cities made 
desolate, when the very life of the 
French nation was threatened with 
extinction, 1 should have sacrificed my 
honor and given to destruction the 
liberties of my empire and of mankind. 

“I rejoice that every part of the em- 
pire is with’me in this decision. 

“Paramount regard for a. treaty of 
faith and the pledged word of.rulers. 
and peoples is the common heritage. of 
Great Britain and of the empire. My 
peoples in the self-governing dominions 
have shown beyond all doubt that they 
whole-heartedly indorse the grave de- 
cision it was necessary to take. My 
personal knowledge of the loyalty and 
devotion of my over-sea dominions had 
led me to expect that they would 
cheerfully make the great efforts and 
bear the great. sacrifices which the 
present conflict entails The full meas- 
ure in which they ‘have placed” their 
services and resources at my disposal 
fills me with gratitude, and I am proud 
to be able to show to the world that 
my peoples over-sea are as determined 
as the people of the United Kingdom 
to prosecute a just cause to a success- 
ful end. 

“The dominion of Canada, the éom- 
monwealth of Australia and the-domin- 
ion of New Zealand have placed at my 
disposal their naval forces, which have 
already rendered good service for the 
empire. Strong expeditionary forces 
are being prepared in Canada, Austra- 
lia and New Zealand for service at the 
front, and the union of South Africa 
has released all British troops and un- 
dertaken the important military re- 
Sponsibilities, the discharge of which 
will be of the utmost value to the em- 
pire. 

“New Foundland has doubled the 
number of branches of the royal naval 
reserve and is sending a body of men 
to take part in the operations at tbe 
front. From the dominion and pro- 
vincial governments of Canada large 
and welcomed gifts of supplies are on 
their way for use both by my naval and 
military forces, and for the rehef*-of 
distress in the United Kingdom which 
ars inevitably follow in the wake of 

rar. 

“All parts of my over-sea dominions 
have thus demonstrated, in the most 
unmistakable manner, the fundamental 
unity of the empire amidst all its di- 
versity of situation and circum- 
stance.” 

A message similar to the foregoing 
has been addressed by King George 
to the prince and the peoples of India.

INDIA IS SENDING 


FORCE OF 70,000. 

In England, where the saying is, 
“Britain is just starting,’ the greatest 
enthusiasm has been created by the 
king’s message to the Indian domin- 
ions and the colonies, in which he 
thanks his over-sea subjects for the 
promptitude with which they respond- 
ed to the call from the mother 
country. 

India alone is sending 70,000 troops, 
“Kitchener’s pets,” as they have been 
called, since Field Marshal Kitchener 
reorganized the Indian army. They 
included the army of occupation 
and the native forces. The latter are 
to be commanded by their princes 
and chiefs. 

Besides this, India is to pay the cost 
of transportation of her troops to 
Europe and the Indian princes are 
sending rich gifts to the war funds 
being raised in their own country 
and England. The dominions and the 
colonies have placed their ships, men 
and money at the disposal of the 
home government, so that the whole 
forces of the empire have been re- 
cruited against her enemy. 

The official bureau has issued a de- 
nial of the report that dominion 
troops have arrived, and, while no 
statement has been issued regarding 
the movements of the Indian contin- 
gent, except that some of them left 
India several weeks ago, the opinion 
is general there that they either have 
joined General French’s forces or are 
about to do so. 

The report that a great Russian 
force had gone to join the allies in 
France seems to have risen from the 
fact that Russian reservists from 
England, the United States and other 
countries who could not get to their 
own country joined the.French army. 

In the United Kingdom recruiting 
continues. Men are joining the col- 
ors by thousands, and it is expected 
that Lord Kitchener’s half million 
men will have been obtained by the 
end of the week. 

A problem with which England is 
faced is that of caring for the thou- 
sands of refugees driven out of Bel- 
gium, A splendid organization, how- 
ever, has the matter in hand, and as 
the refugees come in they are sent 
quickly to different parts of the coun- 
try, where hospitality awaits them. 
One boat brought over 1,100 from Os- 
tend today. 

Many of these refugees landed with 
all their worldly possessions in bags 
or paper parcels. A striking feature 
of the arrivals was the number of 
widows and little children.

Postmaster General Herbert L. Sam- 
uel was loudly cheered in the house of 
commons when he referred to the fact 
that British hospitality had been ex- 
tended to the Belgians. 

Lord Hugh Cecil, chairman of the 
executive committee of the war refu- 
geés committee, and Lady Lugard, in 
active charge of the care of the fugi- 
tives, already have arranged for the 
organization of committees in fifty-two 
towns and cities where refugees will 
be sent from London. The committee 
also will care for refugees from Rus- 
sia, France and other allied countries. 

Six temporary depots..have been 
established in London where 3,000 Bel- 
gians will be sheltered and fed until 
they are placed in the homes of chari- 


table English families. Homes already 
have been offered for 10,000. Scotch and 
‘Welsh towns are especially anxious 
to entertain the Belgians and the com- 
mittee believes it can make provision 
for a million refugees if. necessary. 
Hundreds of thousands of women and 
children probably will leave Belgium. 
The British government is providing 
Special boats to Ostend to transport 
~~ tara as rapidly as they gather 

Refugee depots are filled with Bel- 
Sians of all classes, rich and pcor, 
driven out by the war and temporarily 
stranded here. Priests from the 
ruined cities often bring scores of 
women and children fram their par- 
ishes and sisters come with -large 
numbers of girl pupils. 

w refugees have baggage and 
their unfamiliarity with the nglish 
language makes it necessary for a 
large corps of volunteer workers ana 
interpreters to meet all trains for pro- 
tective purposes. 

The French and Russian ambassadors 
and the Belgian minister are acting as 
advisers to the committee, while the 
Russian, French and Belgian consuls 
are assisting in the collection of food, 
clothing and relief funds.

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Damages Asked Because of 
Alleged Failure of the De- 


structor Company to Put 
Plant in Operation. 


A cross action and claim for $8,100 
representing accrued damages because 
of alleged failure of the New York 
Destructor company to put Atlantas 
new erematory plant in useful opera- 
tion on August 15, 1913, was filed by 
the city before Judge Newman in the 
federal court Wednesday afternoon. 

The claim was filed by City At- 
torneys Mayson and Ellis in the suit 
filed by the Destructor company for 
the, appointment of a receiver to oper- 
ate the plant. 

The application for the receiver will 
be argued before Judge Newman 
Thursday morning at 10 o'clock, and 
the answer and cross action which was 
filed yesterday will be a part of the 
city’s plea. 

What City Alleges. 

According to the city’s cross action, 
the Destructor company entered into 
a contract to put the crematory in 
useful operation within a certain time, 
and that under the agreement with the 
city the company consented to pay the 
city $25 a day as a penalty for ee 

lete the plant on time. 
tty Gliewes that the plant was not put 
in useful operation by the company 
on August 16, 1913, as agreed in the 
contract, and claims that the company 
is indebted to the city in the sum of 
$8,100 for 324 days at $25 a day. 

In its answer to the company’s bill 
for the appointment of a receiver, the 
city denies that Mayor Woodward was 
hostile to the erection of a plant in 
Atlanta by the Destructor company, 
and says that the mayor has exerted 
his efforts to force the company to 
comply with the contract. It is denied 
that the city attorney advised that the 
contract was legal, and states that the 
city attorney advised that in the event 
the plant was erected and the city 
took possession, the city would pay. 

It is set forth in the city’s answer 
that the sum of $125,000 was to be 
paid to the company when the plant 
was completed and proven by test to 
be in conformity with tie specifica- 
tions, and that $135,000 balance was 
to be paid when proven by test that 
the plant could meet all the guaran- 
tees. It is denied that the payment 
of $125,000 was delayed by Mayor 
Woodward for an unusual length of 


time. 
Says Plant Is Not Complete. 
Absolute denial is made of the com- 
pany’s allegations that the plant is 
complete, and the city charges that 
the plant is still incomplete and in- 


capable of carrying out the contract 
functions. Denial is also made of the 


charge that the garbage variations in- 
terfered with the operation of the 
plant.

Answering the company’s charge that 
the mayor refused to arbitrate the dif- 
ferences between the city and the com- 
pany, the answer recites that the city 
code does not give the mayor the pow- 
er to arbitrate. It is set forth that 
the mayor demanded that the company 
complete the plant 44 August, 1914,

They will outfit the home com- 
plete with cotton curtains, mattresses,

inds. All of the upholstering of the 
furniture will be of cotton and cotton 
material. 

The exhibit will be a practical illus- 
tration of how the people of the south 
may create a market for cotton by

COURTHOUSE 1S OPENED

Witness, Instead of Defend- 
ant, Is Put on Trial and 
Convicted. 


The first trial in the new million 
dollar courthouse was the wrong trial. 
It was a case of mistaken identity. If 
Will Russell’s own lawyer, the star 
witness against him, and the solicitor- 
general, including the arresting offi- 
cer, had known him, it wouldn’t have 
happened. 

To begin with, there are two Will 
Russells. One is held for burglary. 
The other is detained as a state’s wit- 
ness. The state witness answered when 


the case of the state vs. Will Russell 
the first to be called, was sounded be- 
ag Judge Ben Hill Wednesday morn- 
ng. 

Mrs. Robert Viewig, of 49 Boule- 
vard Place, looked at Will and said 
he was certainly the negro who had 
burglarized her place. 

Policeman Griver Fain amnounced 
that Will wag the negro he arrested 
for said offense. 

Solicitor Hugh Dorsey made an im- 
passioned speech for prosecution, in 
which he described Will as a bold, bad, 
vicious burglar who ought to be given 
the limit. 

Attorney Chappellear, counsel for the 
defense, said Will wasn’t as bad and 
bold and vicious as all that, and, con- 
sidering this to be his first offense, 
should be let off lightly. ; 

When Will went to the stand, he 
vowed he didn’t know a thing about 
it; didn’t know his two accusers or his 
counsel. for defense. Then after the 
jury pronounced him guilty and he was 
sentenced to two years, it developed 
that he was the wrong negro. 

The other Will Russell, however, will 
be put on trial at a later day, and the 
sentence of the one convicted will be 
reversed,

TO SAVE. MILES CRIBB 


No Reason to Believe Him 


Not Responsible for Acts, 
Says Executive. 


Governor John M. Slaton on Wednes- 
day declined to interfere with the exe- 
cution of the death sentence of Miles 
Cribb, who was convicted in Turner 
superior court of murdering his wife's 
mother, shooting this wife's sister and 
attempting to kill his wife. 

After the prison commission had de- 
clined to recommend a commutation of 
sentence, a petition for executive clem- 
ency was presented to the governor 
on the ground that the convicted man 
was mentally unsound. The governor, 
upon investigation, declares that he 
has no reason to believe Cribb is not 
responsible for his acts. 

The governor’s opinion was in part 
as follows: 


Cribb was a low type of character with 
brutal instincts. His wife worked and sup- 
ported him. Her life was one of constant 
suffering on account of his mistreatment. 
They lived in Florida and finally being un- 
able to longer endure his conduct, she re- 
turned to her home, which was the only 
haven of refuge open to her, 

Cribb followed her. On the day of the 
tragedy, armed with a bottle of whisky and 
a pistol, he went to the house of his wife's 
father and asked his wife in the preserce 
of her sister and mother whether she would 
return to him. The mother declared that 
she would not, and Cribb then dre. whis 
pistol, killed him wife’s mother, shot his 
ly sister and shot three times at his 
wife. 

Immediately afterwards he stated he 
wished his wife’s father had been-home so 
that he might have killed the entire family. 

The poems of Turner county were aroused, 
and when Cribb was told. he was in dan- 
ger of being lynched, he said he did not 
mind being hanged, but did not want to be 
lynched. 

The sole reason offered for executive in- 
terference is the low mentality of Cribb. 
The judge who tried the case and who is 
one of the strongest, ablest and best judges 
in Georgia, is impressed with the weak 
mentality of the defendant and asks com- 
mutation. The judge pases this opinion 
upon the statement of others, but he de- 
a in his written communication as fol- 

ws: 


“I am thoroughly convinced that the de- 
fendant, while knowing the difference be- 
tween right and wrong, is mentally un- 
sound."’ 

Four doctors who have examined Cribb, 
and some of whom have known him for 
years, declare that he is mentally sound and 
is responsible for his acts. Many citizens 
who have known him for years declare him 
thoroughly responsible. One of the prison 
commissioners saw him and conferred with 
him, and in the opinion of that commis- 
oat Cribb is entirely responsible for his 

Had the judge who advised commutation 
because . of low mentally known Cribb, 
and had he based his opinion as to Cribb’s 
responsibility upon his own knowledge, I 
would have been very much embarrassed te 
disagree with a gentleman for whom I have 
the profoundest respect. This judge is dis- 
inguished for the enforcement of the law, 
and above all for a courage that disregards 
every consideration but his duty. 

However, in view of the evidence which is 
produced and which is overwhelming as to 
the mental responsibility of Cribb, I am 
left in no doubt as to his guilt and his 
full responsibility under the law. 

His life was brutal; his instincts low; his 
habits vicious, and the cause of the mur- 
der was resentment because his source of 
support was taken away when his wife 
left him. 

The jury of the county found Cribb 
guilty, the court approved the verdict, 
the supreme court affirmed the judgment, 
and the prison commission declined to 
recommend executive interference. 

I think that the sentence of the law 
should be executed, and decline to inter- 
fere with the punishment inflicted.

SHIPPERS WILL CONSUME 
MILLION BALES COTTON 


Continued From Page One. 


hess most intimately connected with 
the purchase and use of bagging. It 
is as follows: T. W. Martin, chairman; 
W. O. Stamps, secretary; C. E. Caverly, 
Geo.

It was developed during the course 
of the meeting that already steps have 
been taken by various southern con- 
cerns which mean the consumption of 
thousands of bales for cotton bagging. 
When this natural inclination of the 
shipper is backed up by the organized 
effort of the association formed at yes- 
terday’s meeting, there can be no 
doubt but that practically the entire 
substitution of cotton for jute in the 
making of bags, is a question of only 
a short time. 

And when this takes place it means 
that one million bales of ‘cotton has 
not ly been removed from the mar- 
ket, but has been actually made into 
cloth. 

The keynote of the meeting was to 
the effect that the time for practical 
aid for the farmers of the south had 
come, and that theories while all right 
in their place were entirely out of 
place at this stage. The speakers were 


a unit in their praise of the editorial 
stand of The Constitution that the 
time to do something had come and | 
that talk was now absolutely worth- 
less. 

“Along that line,” declared A. P. 
Morgan, “is this meeting. We are here 
to do something. That something is 
the consumption of one million Dales 
of cotton and before we get through 
we are going to be able to gay ‘We 
told you so.’” 

Other Cities to Organize. 

Under the plan of the organization, 
similar associations will be formed in 
all the large shipping points in every 
city of the south, which will work in 
co-operation with the general organi- 
zation in the effort to induce manufac- 
turers of all goods that are now shipped 
in jute bags—and also of goods which 
are now shipped in barrels, but which 
can be shipped in cotton bagging—to 
Place their orders for cotton bags in 
future. All wholesale grain and other 
brokers will also be approached, and 
it is confidently expected that within 
a week’s time, steps will have been 
taken which will eventuate in the con- 
sumption of a million bales of cotton 
in the manufacture of a quality of 
goods for which only a few thousand 
bales has been required heretofore. 

Many of the delegates to thig meet- 
ing reached Atlanta on early morning 
trains, and the meeting was held in a 
room in the Terminal station supplied 
by the Terminal company. 


Organization Effected. 


Following the naming of Mr. Mans- 
field as secretary of the meeting, J. F. 
Ames, general manager of the Selma 
Cotton Mills, was called upon for a 
statement as to the purpose of the 
meeting. In brief Mr. Ames said: 

“A million bales of cotton can not 
only be taken off the market at this 
time, but can be absolutely manufac- 
turer into cloth, and not laid aside for 
some future sale, By a campaign of 
publicity amongst the shippers of 
grain, fertilizers, foodstuffs, etc. 

“Jute is used practically entirely at 
this time for use in making bags for 
Shipping the products of our mills. 
This is true because heretofore jute 


bags cost less than cotton bagging. Now 


just the opposite is true. Jute bags 
for use in shipping grain, flour and 
meal cost now approximately $85 per 
thousand. Cotton bags can be con- 
tracted for at $70 per thousand. Jute 
bagging for use in shipping cotton 
seed meal now cost $96. <A better cot- 
ton bag can be purchased for from $55 
to $60. 

“These figures are based on war con- 
ditions, of course. But it is only war 
conditions that we are facing and the 
Probability ig that the price of jute 
bagging will never hereafter go to a 
figure enough lower than cotton bag- 
ging to make up for the decided su- 
periority and long life of the bags 
made from the American staple.” 

Mills Would Welcome. 

Mr. Ames declared that the mills of 
the country would welcome the- use 
of cotton bagging, and declared that 
the movement under consideration

The jute bag has to be 
thrown away by the consumer when it 
is emptied, while on the other hand the 
cotton bag can be used in many ways 
around the home. There has never 
really been a comparison between the 
two save in the matter of cost.’

declared that his. concern had al- 
ready put in an order for 560,000 bags 
merely as an experiment, and that he 
considered that it was practically pos- 
itive that he would use cotton bagging 
exclusively in future. . 

T. P. A. at Work. 

One of the most interesting features 
of the meeting was the statement by 
Charles I. Branan, ex-president of the 
Georgia Division, T. P. A., and one of 
the most influential members of the 
commercial travelers cf the state, to 
the effect that his association was al- 
ready taking steps to urge the use of 
cotton bagging. It is expected that 
splendid results will be obtained from 
their efforts amongst their customers. 

Speaking for the grain men of the 
south, A. P. Morgan, president of the 
A. P. Morgan Wholesale Grain eom- 
pany, declared his belief that they 
would back the movement to the full- 
est extent. He, like others who had 
preceded him, stated that the general 
use of jute bagging up to this time 
was due entirely to cost, as everything 
else was in favor of the cotton bag. 

T. W. Martin, of the wholesale brok- 
erage concern of Smith & Martin, 
declared that he had anticipated the 
movement by thirty days, as his firm 
had for nearly a month, been' working 
with both its customers and the mills 
it represented to secure the use of 
cotton bags. He read an editorial from 
a trade journal, in which the statement 
was made that Illinois, Indiana, Mis- 
souri, Tennessee and Ohio millers were 
already turning to cotton to take the 
place of the jute. Mr. Martin was of 
the opinion that this was ample proof 
of the availability of cotton in this 
connection, 

Mr. Martin also declared that five 
vears ago his firm sought to have 
mills in the far west to use cotton in- 
stead of jute bagging for the goods 
shipped to the south, and the request 
was refused. The speaker declared 
that he has been in receipt, during the 
past few days, of a letter from these 
same mills, seeking permission to use 
cotton. He also stressed the import- 
ance of the fact that while jute was 
worthless for any use® whatsoever 
after one packing, cotton bags could be 
used time after time, and after that 
were still of considerable value for 
other purposes. 

“IT have used cotton sacks,” declared 
Mr. Martin, “and I Know what I am 
talking about. They are in every re- 
spect better than those made from jute, 
and I prophecy that as soon as the 
higher price of jute is generally known, 
that it will be entirely superseded by 
cotton in the making of bagging.” 

An interesting discussion of the vari- 
ous weights and strengths of bags to 
be used in shipping various manufac- 
turers’ articles and foodstuffs was 
indulged in by the meeting before the 
naming of the executive committee to 
push the work of the organization. 

- Meeting of Executive Committee. 

Following the naming of thig com- 
mittee the meeting adjourned, the 
members of the executive committee 
assembling immediately afterwards to 
formulate the plans under which the 
work was to be done. 

Immediately upon convening, the 
executive committee named Mr. Mar- 
tin as permanent ohairman and W. 
QO. Stamps, of Fain & Stanips, as per- 
manent secretary. ; 

Phe session of the executive commit- 
tee was taken up in the discussion of 
the best course to be pursued in laying 
the matter before the shippers of the 
country and the public generally, and 
in the naming of two important sub- 
committees—one on publicity and one 
to gather data regarding the best 
weights and measures of cotton bags 
for use in shipping. various products,

South Already Using. 

It developed at the meeting that 
large shipping concerns throughout the 
south have already been interested in 
the matter, on account of the jump 
in the price of jute bags, and the state- 
ment was made that one fertilizer con- 
cern was already trying to place an 
order for 15,000,000 yards of cotton 
bagging to take the place of the jute 
bagging which they have used here- 
tofore. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Ames’ 
speech, Marion Harper, president of 
the Marton Cotton :Oil Mills of East 
Point, declared that his company had 
already preferred cotton bags to those 
made of jute, and that it had merely 
been a matter of price. He pledged his 
company to the use of cotton bagging 
not only so long as the cotton bag 
was cheaper, but so long as it con- 
tinued to be less than ten per cent 
higher than jute. 

“I believe,” declared Mr. Harper, 
“that Mr. Ames’ statement of the pres- 


bagging will as soon as this informa- 
tion becomes general, mean the elimi- 
nation of the jute bag by the shippers 
of the entire country. There has never 
been any question in the minds of those 
who have made careful tests that the 


cotton bag was the most useful, and if 
we can now by substituting cotton for 
jute, put money in our pockets and 
serve a patriotic end at the same time, 
it stands to reason that this step is 
the only sensible done.

GO TO WASHINGTON | 


Savannah, Ga., September 9.—J. Ward

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PACKERS IN CONTROL FEDERAL RESERVE BOARD cope 


OF ARGENTINE BEEF 


Value of Competition ~ De- 
stroyed, Says Witness at 
Food Probe. 


New York, September 9.—Beef pack- 
ers of the United States are in absolute 


control of the Argentine beef output, . 


thus destroying the value of Argen- 
tine beef as a competitive check on the 
price of native beef, according to tes- 
timony given today in Chief Magistrate 
McAdoo’s inquiry into the advance in 
food prices. Jacob Bloch, a member 
of a firm owning several New York 
meat markets, asserted that all Argen- 
tina beef must be bought from Ameri- 
can packers. : 

Packers have arranged territory out- 
side New York city so that the small 
dealers are at their mercy, Mr. Bloch 
testified. In a small town incapable of 
supporting more than one good-sized 
establishment one packing concern iz 
located and butchers are forced to buy 
from that one packer. In large places 
the business is split up. 

The witness said a beef shoftage had 
existed for thirtéen years. In that 
time, he said, the supply of cattle in 
this country fell short of the demand 
by 16,000,000, and the shortage was 
growing more pronounced. 

As remedies for present conditions, 
he. offered the following suggestions 
for action by congress: 

An export duty should be placed on 
beef; government lands of the west 
should be thrown open for grazing; 
killing of any female calf under three 
or five years old, or of -any calf 
weighing less than 150 pounds 
Should be prohibited; 10 per cent of 
the income tax should be used for 
fostering the raising of cattle; public 
slaughterhouses should be established 
by the government.

Relief is Now lAmited. 


Unless the state banks are permitted 
to share in the benefits of this sys- 
tem, the relief which the national 
banks can give will be relatively small. 
They are not now permitted to loan 
more than 30 per cent of their total 
capital and surplus upon commercial 
paper. 

Secretary McAdoo says he will per- 
mit this limit to be raised to 70 per 
cent, when cotton warehouse receipts 
are offered as security. .
